His wife looked after the cloth 
ing, exchanging surplus -peltry . twice 
a year for coarse cloth, salt and snufk 
at the nearest croagroads store, fifteen 
miles away. 

Eleven children were born in the 
hollow tree, and grew up into etrap- 
ping men and women.

It is time for ns, regardless of local- 
ity, politics, church membership, re- 
ligious sentiments or no religion at all, 
or social variations, to organize on an 
olevated plane for our mutual benefit, 
intellectual enlargement, aud for the 
enlightenment of our people, and give 
practical study to every phase of phil- 
oxophy, ethnology, history, science 
and art; and thus show the world that 
we are able to think, plan, execnte, 
theorize, specnlate, discover, invent 
and take « place among the thought- 
ful and snggestive benefactors of the 
world, by producing papers as 
much as possible, upon any 
subject in the sphere of pantology. 
Thereby giving us that rank in the 
world of thonght and repnblic of let- 
ters to which. our intellectual merits 
may entitle us, be it commendable or 
otherwise. We now have, in this 
conntry, thousands of university, col- 
lege, and high school graduates 
are denominated 


, who 
scholars, and edn- 
cated men, whereas, no mere gradu- 
ate is a scholar, and never will be, as 
long as he limits his reading to news- 
papers, novels or other light and sen- 
eational reading, as the bulk of gur 
gradnates and so-called scholars 
do.

The Abstinence of « Camel. 

There are many fables told about 
the camel, one of which is that he is 
supposed to have several stomachs 
and to go for weeks without water as 
n Hatter of cholce, 

His abstinence ia merely the result 
of training; and it is a fallacy to sup- 
pose that he is better without water 
or can work as well. In the camel 
corps we watered” our camels every 
necond day in the summer, every third 
in the winter, giving them their fill of 
water morning and evening on those 
days; but it in the summer we expect- 
ed a long desert march without water, 
we trained them beforehand by water- 
ing them only every third day; but I 
never found that this improved their 
condition. The Arabs keep their cam 
els longer without water, it is true, but 
then they travel slower and their an! 
mals are grazed on soft food, contain 
ing a certain amount of molisture; this 
lowers tholr een and makes them 
inferior to a corn-fed camel when hard 
work and long, fast journeys have to 
be done. 

We always found that if we put a. 
gras fed Arab camel alongside of 
ours it fulled in work and endurance; 
if corn-fed it cried out for water as 
soon and gooner than ours did. I say 
"cried out,” because a camel when it 
wants water moans continually, and

I 866 in Tux Vorcs” a plan father- 
ed by a white man, and proposed as the 
panacea for the American Negro. Now, 
I dvn't pose as the best informed man 
of my race, nor am 1 selfish in the 
matter of leadership, but I am forced 
as a true Negro, born in America, and 
edncated in American collefies, to say 
to my fellow countrymen, in the 
language of David rocket, Be 
sure you are right. aud then 
go ahead,” and be sure that this white 
man's plan is all right before you 
chance your money in such a scheme. 
By this time the American Negroes 
should know just how far to trust such 
schemes in America practiced by white 
men in the interest of Negroes, God 
never intended that a white man 
shoud be a negro Moses. God works 
on natural lines, and this line is un- 
natural. 

I mnst say what I have said often 
on this vital question. The Negro 
must work out his own destiny, un- 
der the leadership of negroes, not 
white men. My words may have & 
drastic ring about them, but you must 
bear with me; I can't hold my peace 
any longer, My people have been the 
prey of just such schemes for the past 
thirty years, and its now time to call 
« halt. 

The gentleman says the enterprise 
will be & success. Why? Because 
vou people will insure their lives and 
put the money into stock, giving the 
Negro lots of work. 

If the enterprise can be made a $uc- 
dess in the hands of our white broth- 
er, why can't it succeed in the hands 
of trusty and capable Negroes?

$10nNs: Dear Sir—As IT have the pleas- 
are of reading the Vorcs or Misstons 
ones in a while as I come across it in 
my travels, so I thought that I would 
send you « few lines to your most val- 
nable paper. I hope that it will con- 
tinue to be sent to all parts of Africs. 
It has done a great deal in stimnlating 
the A. M. E. Church movement here in 
Africa. 

I sball try and describe a few inci- 
dents at the last A. M. E. Church con- 


month. You must excuse all mistake, 
as I am an ex-California farmer and 
stock raiser, but I Shall try and tell 
you of some of the gvod work that was 
done and the good treatment that was 
Shown to all and the many cattie, 
sheep and goats which were s/aughter- 
ed. Hundreds, both white and col- 
ored, attended the conference, and all 
seemed to have enjoyed themselves 
and to be enthused with a desire to 
advance the movement of the A. M. E. 
Charch here in Africa. The delegates 
were as fine a representative body of 
men as could be found anywhere on 
earth. Great, large men— some would 
tip the scales close on to 300 pounds. 
Men with brains and power equal to 
any men on earth. I aszare you, my 
American brethren, that you have 
brothers to feel prond of over here in 
Africa. They are kind and hospitable 
and tegming with true Christian prin- 
eiples. I am so very sorry that there 
is not more of our people from Ameri- 
on here amongst them. I was the on- 
ly one from the United States amongst 
them, and I assure you I was made 
quite at home. I was assigned to a 
neat- native hut. Everything was 
scrupulonsly clean and kept in ample 
order by a young native girl, 
"Every morning -at an early bour 
coffee was, serred me by this 
young lady. This young native girl 
said that she often wished that some 
of her sisters from over the sea would 
come here and teach them; and 
assure yon, my dear sisters, that those 
of yon that would come here amongst 
these young native girls would never 
regret it. These native girls would 
love them and do all in their power to 
make it pleasaut for them. We are 
all in hopes that they soon will come 
here. Bishop Dwane presided. At 
the conference quite a number of can- 
didates were made Elders and Deacons. 
The little churches were packed daily, 
and contributions ponred in from all 
sides. Cattle, sheep and goats were 
given by many that did not have ready 
cash, I am sure that by the spirit that 
was displayed is almost a guarantee 
that the A. M. E. Church movement 
will be a success. Whenever the 
school is started here it will establish 
confidence in the A. M. E. movement, 
80 we are all anxiously waiting to see 
that institution of learning; it will be 
hailed with delight. The native 
African is ambitious, and I am sure 
some of the natives will make a mark 
that will go down in history. 

Thero is one more thing that is very 
much needed, and that is, for somegof 
our people to come here and att 
farming. There is plenty of good 
land and plenty of water which could 
be nsed for irrigating lands; there is 
no better soil on earth for growing 
serials aud fruits. The best market 
in the world for farm produce is here 
in South Africa. There are millions of 
acres of land, unoecupied lands, that 
would grow tobacco, cotton, corn, 
fruits, and all kinds of farm produce. 
There are hundreds of acres planted in 
tobacco; the tobacco is only dried aud 
cured in a simple form, then sold on 
the market. There is no plug tobacco 
manufactured here; all plug tobacco is 
imported, mostly from America; 80 one 
cau readily see that if some of our 
people at home would come here and 
embark in the cotton and tobacco 
industry they not only wonld 
be benefited personally, but would 
help develop the natural resources 
of Africa and the whole wortd would 
be benefited, and it would be also an 
object lesson for our native brethren 
here which I am sure many of them 
wonld take up. The time has come 
when sometuing must be done in the 
line of a more progressive plan of 
farming; the times demand it. Farm 
produce is higher here in Africa than 
any part of the world, Think of 


corn coming from America, and dried 
and canned fruits coming from Cali- 
foruia, U. 8. The population in South 
Africa is on the increase. Thoneands 
of Enropeans are coming here yearly 
and grabbing all that they can get 
thoir hands on, while our people in 
the U. S. are stopping to argue why 
we should or why we should not go to 
Africa. I say, come on, stop for noth- 
ing, and help redeem the promise 
land, It shonld be done by Chris- 
tianizing and educating our native 
brethren, aud tilling the lands. 
Factories and grist mills are needed 
throughout the land. There is room 
in Africa-for millions of our people to 
come and help build comfortable 
homes for themselves and families, 
and help develop the land of their an- 
cestors. 

One thing is very much needed and 
that is for some of our able women to 
come to Africa and protect the native 
women from drink and the insults of 
the lower class of European men. 
Drink is raining « great many of the 
native women, There is nothing to 
better the social condition of the na- 
tive women, A0 everybody knows 
that money is the white man's god on 
earth, and so thousands have come 
here and opened saloons, or better 
known as native canteens, where the 
very vilest of liquors are sold both to 
men and women. I have seen hun- 
dreds of native men aud womer stand- 
ing drunk at these canteens, aud 
still sadder, some of these tia- 
tive women would have young 
babies on their backs and 
worse till, were being served with 
drinks by the; white sisters. I only 
wish that the Rev. Sam Jones that 
Seems to know o much about

I think that the African races 
have the greatest regard for religions 
principals of any race on earth. In 
this conntry the black man has, in 
many instauces when he did not have 
money, would give eatttls and sbeop 
to have churches built for them, and 
also for the white Missionary to live 
in comfort and ease. I hope that 
Brother Sam Jones will find some oth- 
er way to solve the Negro? problem 
without picking ont his petty fanlts. 

Well, I will shelve Brother Sam 
Jones for a while. 

I hope that everything will be done 
to encourage emigration to this conn- 
try. Come on, my braw brothers 
aud sisters, and help to reclaim the 
true Christian virtnes of the sons and 
daughters of Ham.

Utilization by England of Native 
Abitity— 4s 40 an American or Eng- 
lish Protectorate over Liberia —Eng- 
Wk Love of Law. 


Bishop Abrabam Grant of the Afri- 
can Methodist Chureh left 
America for the west coast of Africa on 
January 11 last. He visited Sierra 
Leone, where be a Conference 
with Methodist Missionaries; Kobakry. 
s French colony about seventy miles 
distant; Sherbro, nearly a hundred 
miles from Freetown, on the Sherbro 
River, « part of the English colony, 
and Mount and Monrovia, in the 
Repnbllc of Liberia, He bas now re- 
turned to this country. He reports 
that his reception abroad was cordial. 
In Sierra Leone the Englizh officials, 
merchants and leading men generally 
vied with each other in showing him 
courtesies. In Liberia it was the 
same. He was asked what his opinion 
was of Euglish government in Sierra 
Leone. 

The government is the same, he 
said, as English government is else- 
where. The English, as you know, 
have, as a general thing, a profound 
regard for law and order; aud the 
strongest proof of this, in my opinion, 
was given in the course the Govrern+ 
ment took with regard to the natives 
guilty of the murder and mntilation 
of the Mizssionaries, some of them 
Americans, which took place nearly a 
year ago ou the Sherbro River. It be- 
gan in the hut tax, which the natives 
refused to pay. Notwitbstanding the 
horrors of that massacre of the Mis- 
sionaries, of the 254 Africans found 
guilty, 150 bave been tried by the 
legally constituted conrts of Sierra 
Leone and hanged, and 104 more are 
now under sentence of death. Note 
this fact Not one prisoner of all these 
met his fate by violence or illegal mob 
action, as would have happened for 
less provocation in some sections of 
our own country. 

„In the war which followed, colored 
soldiers chiefly were used — West In- 
diaus and native Africans officered by 
Englishmen. 

As to the ability of white men to 
develop Africa, the Bishop said: 

»The Anglo-Saxon bas shown his 
ability to develop any country, but I 
do not think that this is the same as 
saying that white communities can be 
snccessfully and permanently catab- 
lished in Africa. What bas been done 
bas been largely through utilizing the 
native agencies under white capital and 
direction. The English officers and 
business men on the coast find it nec- 
easary to return to England for three 
or four months out of ere eighteen 
or twenty-four to recuperate from the 
debilitating effects of the climate. But 
working through native forces, they 
have been able to accomplish much. 
In 1787 Sierra Leone passed from the 
Portuguese to the English, and was 
made by them a refuge for free Afri- 
cans, Eleven hundred and thirty-six 
of these landed from Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, in 1792, and today the success 
of this policy is seen in a flourizhing 
city of 30,000 souls, merchants, bar- 
risters and doctors, many of them ed- 
neated in England. The English ap- 
preciate these facts fully, for they are 
natural colonizers and have never fail- 
ed to utilize the native material found 
in the land they ocenpy. As the sue- 
cess of this plan becomes, more apps- 
rent it will be adopted by, Pl the 
Enropean colonizing powers. In many 
instances this fact is recognized, by the 
use of Negroes as agents in their Af- 
rican interests. On the Gold Coast 
and in the banks, warehonses and 
trading establishments, Negroes are 
either pheed at the head or -next to 
the English manager, so as to be in 
charge during his ,enforced absence. 


Coast is an African.” 

Being questioned as to the progres- 
siveness and prospects of Liberia the 
Bishop said: f 

„Jou will remember that Liberia 
was established in 1820, or about one- 
third of a century after Sierra Leone 
became a British colony, the differ- 
ence being that Libera started 
as an independent government from 
the flrst. The object was donbtless to 
demonstrate whether the Negro was 
capable of relf-government. Sierra 
Leone has had the benefit of English 
capital, enterpriszs and experience; 
Liberians have been thrown upon their 
own resources, without money or ex- 
perience, and looking at what they 
have accomplisbed nader all the ad- 
verse cireumstancee, I think they have 
done well. On approaching Monro- 
via, the capital, one gets a view not 
easily surpas in beauty by any I 
have ever seen in America or in 
Europe. The little city of 6,000 in- 
habitants nestled on the hillside, with 
its brick and stone honses imbedded 
in the patches of green, looks like 
some lovely panorama. The coast 
lines extend about 350 miles with 
nine ports of entry. Interiorward the 
republic reaches about 250 miles. The 
civilized Americo Liberian population 
is 25,000, and the aborigines about 
1,500,000. The people are engaged in 
all kinds of business, and some of them 
live in luxury. The principal exports 
are coffee, cocoa, palm oil, ivory, rub- 
ber and camwood, and every week 
German steamers leave laden. It does 
seem to me that America is sleeping 
upon opportunities which it will want 
when too late, for by all the sympe- 
thies of birth and association Liberian 
trade should prefer the United States, 
but not a single direct American line 
plies between the two. Africa is being 
rapidly monopolized by the six 
European nations —England, France, 
Germany, Spain, Italy and Belgigm. 
England has all the most important 
keys and is reaching out after the 
Trans vaal; France owns 1,500 miles of 
sencoast, and the others are getting 
all they can.”

In regard to the wisdom of Negro 
emigration from America to Liberia; 
the Bishop said: 

„They ought to go, if at all, in the 
ame way that others do to help de- 
velop the country and better the con- 
dition of the people and acquires 
wealth. The needs of Liberia are « 
good educational system, practical and 
sound, wealth energetically applied; 
the sympathy and co-operation of 
stronger nations, and a line of steamers 
between New York and Liberia, touch- 
ing at the principal points plong the 
west coast. 

Plenty of capable colored men oould 
be found in the United States willing 
to act as trade agents for® American 
firms engaging in this trade. The 
best products of our schools are to be 
obtained for that purpose. I would 
engage to furnish all the reliable men 
of that class that were needed.
